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Rebuilding  and  Restoring 


Since  the  flood  of  1993 
engulfed  Keithsburg,  Illi- 
nois, the  people  have  slowly 
rebuilt  their  lives.  Many 
abandoned  their  homes  and 
started  over,  rebuilding  new 
foundations.  Two  years  later, 
the  devastation  is  still  un- 
imaginable. 

Judson's  Operation 
ARK  (Actively  Rebuilding 
Keithsburg)  visited  the  river 
town  not  knowing  what  to 
expect.  Many  Judson  stu- 
dents sacrificed  two  week- 
ends to  board  the  ARK. 

Some  felt  called  to  go; 
others  felt  sympathy;  others 
just  wanted  to  help.  They 


sacrificed  their  time  to  refin- 
ish  basements,  install  siding, 
and  build  porches,  garages, 
and  decks.  The  most  impor- 
tant project,  though,  was  to 
expose  the  flood  victims  to 
how  wonderful  God  is. 

As  Judson  students 
arrived,  they  were  speechless 
about  the  damage  left  visibly 
and  sympathetically  in  the 
people.  A  young  boy,  Royal, 
so  depressed  he  would  not 
even  smile,  and  his  sister, 
Randi,  shy  and  quiet,  were 
what  many  students  will 
remember  from  their  arrival.

A person  once  said  that 
Christians  may  be  the 
only  Bible  someone  ever 
reads.  Judson  students  who 
went  on  Operation  Brown 
Bag  understand  that  concept. 

Throughout  the  year 
about  thirty  students  at  one 
time  distributed  fifty  to  sixty 
lunches  to  homeless  people 
in  Chicago.  But  there  were 
more  than  just  hungry  stom- 
achs that  needed  to  be  fed. 
There  were  hungry  souls  that 
needed  to  be  reached. 

Danny  Pierson,  Kent 
Millen,  Debbie  Cardona,  and 
Antoine  Tucker  shared  their 
faith  with  a  young,  pregnant 
woman  named  Samantha. 
She  accepted  Christ. 


'The  compassion  that 
you  develop  for  these  people 
is  incredible,"  said  Danny. 

Debbie  Cardona,  who 
was  in  charge  of  Operation 
Brown  Bag  this  year,  remem- 
bers a  woman  named  Patri- 
cia. Patricia  told  some  stu- 
dents about  a  place  in  Chica- 
go where  many  homeless 
women  stay.  When  told  that 
students  would  pray  for 
them,  Patricia  encouraged 
the  students  to  pray  with 
them.  "I  was  in  awe  of  God," 
Debbie  said. 

After  all  the  lunches 
are  handed  out,  Judson  stu- 
dents return  to  campus  and 
their  warm  beds,  but  the 
homeless  people  remain 


behind.  However,  for  many 
students,  these  fragile  lives 
cannot  be  so  quickly  forgot- 
ten. Homeless  people  are 
continually  prayed  for  and 
sometimes  even  contacted. 
Samantha,  who  touched 
some  students  very  deeply, 
had  a  healthy  baby  girl. 

Just  as  God  worked 
through  these  students,  he 
can  work  through  us  all.  We 
need  to  be,  as  Danny  put  it, 
"challenged  to  look  outside 
our  world  to  the  needs  of 
others."

Ministry  through  music 


Worship  and  witness 
through  music  is  a  key 
phrase  for  the  Judson  con- 
cert choir. 

The  choir  becomes 
evangelical  when  it  takes  its 
worship  and  witness  on  tour 
five  times  a  year.  This  year, 
members  spent  five  days 
each  in  Iowa  and  Indiana, 
and  during  spring  break  they 
traveled  further  east  to  Ohio 
and  West  Virginia.  In  addi- 
tion, they  also  journeyed  to 
Asia,  Hawaii,  and  the  Philip- 
pines for  the  biennial  inter- 
national tour.

living  moral  lives." 

Like  the  concert 
choir,  they  go  on  several 
tours  a  year.  Two  of  the  trips 
are  five  days  long,  and  the 
Spring  Break  trip  is  eleven 
days  long.  This  year  they 
toured  in  Ohio  and  Southern 
Illinois,  then  went  to  Long 
Island  with  the  choir. 

Between  the  tour 
concerts  and  others,  the 
handbell  choir  performs 
about  30  concerts  per  year.

Precious  Moments 


It  is  a  great  ministry.  It 
teaches  students  patience 
as  they  try  to  get  their  faith 
across  to  children  who  aren't 
always  willing  to  listen." 

That's  how  chairwom- 
an Tamara  Palm  described 
Saturday  Morning  Club. 

The  group  consists  of 
four  regular  members  whose 
mission  is  to  bring  children 
from  the  Carpentersville 
housing  project  to  Judson  to 
show  them  attention  and  care 
through  different  activities. 

Ranging  from  five  to 
sixteen,  the  age  variance  is 
sometimes  a  problem,  espe- 
cially when  siblings  are 
involved,  Tamara  said. 


"When  they  fight,  you 
don't  feel  like  you  have  any 
place  reprimanding  them 
because  it  is  their  brother  or 
sister,  and  they  have  the 
'right'  to  fight."  Still,  those 
uncomfortable  situations  are 
resolved  and  one-on-one 
relationships  develop. 

Several  special  occa- 
sions took  the  children  off 
campus  and  out  of  town, 
such  as  the  trip  to  Goebberts 
Pumpkin  Farm  on  the  Day 
of  Prayer.  However,  an  event 
that  stuck  out  in  Tamara's 
mind  was  the  over-nighter 
in  the  upper  commons.  The 
thirteen-  to  fifteen-year-olds 
shared  what  was  going  on  in 


their  world. 

"They  need  someone 
who  will  listen,"  Tamara  said. 

Those  quiet,  bonding 
times  are  cherished  because 
they  don't  last  long.  It  isn't 
long  before  the  kids  are  up 
and  running  again. 

No  matter  how  trying 
it  may  be,  Saturday  Morning 
Club  lets  these  kids  know 
they  are  loved — loved  by  the 
students  and  by  God.  An 
opportunity  to  share  that 
message  is  definitely  to  be 
cherished.

The  Exciting  Future  of  Academia 


Imagine  sitting  in  a  class- 
room being  able  to  see 
and  speak  to  your  professor 
but  with  one  catch.  He  is 
not  there,  maybe  not  even 
in  the  city.  This  program  is 
not  in  the  future;  it  is  now. 

Starting  last  spring, 
courses  were  offered 
through  this  type  of  learn- 
ing, called  the  Distance 
Learning  System.  The 
state's  goal  for  this  program 
is  to  link  schools  through- 
out the  state. 

In  the  room,  there  is 
a  television  monitor 
through  which  the  student 
can  see  the  teacher  and  stu- 
dents in  other  classrooms. 
Students  can  also  ask  ques- 
tions any  time  during  the 
class  through  an  open 
audio  line. 


Through  the  DLS, 
students  can  take  courses 
not  offered  at  Judson,  such 
as  foreign  languages  and 
voice  and  diction. 

To  be  involved  in  the 
program,  the  school  has  to 
offer  some  courses  itself. 
So,  Dr.  Stewart  Simpson 
taught  an  international 
management  course  while 
Dr.  Steve  Cassells  taught  a 
course  on  North  American 
Indian  Cultures. 

Another  phenomena 
fairly  new  to  Judson  is  the 
AIM  program,  or  Adult 
Instructional  Model. 

This  accelerated 
degree  program  provides 
adult  students  with  an 
opportunity  to  earn  a  Bach- 
elor of  Arts  degree  in  Man- 
agement and  Leadership. 

The  program  is  pre- 
sented in  an  accelerated 
manner  compatible  with 
their  needs  and  lifestyles. 
Because  of  this,  they  can 
complete  the  requirements 
in  only  16  months. 

These  students  are 
required  to  attend  class  one 
night  a  week  and  occasion- 
al half-day  Saturday.  With 
this  approach,  the  program 
can  appeals  to  those  who 
are  both  full-time  parents 
and  employees.

The  Wonderful  World  of  Science 


Dr.  Elizabeth  Juergens- 
meyer,  biology,  and  Dr. 
Rolf  Myhrman,  chemistry, 
participate  in  the  exciting 
world  of  scientific  discovery. 

On  a  crystal  clear 
night  in  February,  Dr.  Juer- 
gensmeyer  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  send  an  experi- 
ment into  outer  space  on 
the  shuttle  Discovery.  In  a 
team  effort  with  her  daugh- 
ter, Margaret,  who  is  work- 
ing on  her  doctorate  in 
space  biology  at  Kansas 
State  University,  she  began 
the  project  in  1994.  Student 
help  included  Karla  Brad- 
shaw  and  Adam  DeWitt. 

Their  mission  was  to 
answer  the  question  of 
whether  bacteria  take  up 
DNA  in  microgravity. 
Through  this,  science 
might  find  a  way  to  prevent 
bacteria  from  becoming 
resistent  to  antibiotics  in 
space.  This  revolution  will 
directly  impact  those  living 
in  space,  such  as  astro- 
nauts, by  preventing  them 
from  becoming  sick,  and 
will  become  even  more  per- 
tinent in  the  building  of 
space  stations. 

In  the  chemistry 
field,  Dr.  Myhrman  has  dili- 
gently worked  on  his  well 
known  velvet  bean  experi- 
ment. The  bean,  a  staple 
food  in  third  world  coun- 
tries, is  much  like  a  soy- 
bean, high  in  protein  and 
good  tasting. 


However,  the  bean's 
toxicity  has  been  a  serious 
dilemma.  It  contains  five 
percent  dopa,  a  drug  used 
to  treat  Parkinson's 
patients.  A  mere  three  cups 
of  the  brew  can  have  poten- 
tially harmful  side  effects, 
such  as  hallucinations  and 
other  psychotic  disorders. 

Dr.  Myhrman  runs  his 
non-profit  research  lab  in 
the  science  building.  He  and 
his  students  hope  to  develop 
methods  to  remove  enough 
dopa  from  the  beans  so  it  is 
safe  to  eat.  Hasnain  Hamayat 
helped  him  with  the  project 
this  year.

Students  Achieve  Success 


or  some  students,  the 
difference  between  suc- 
cess and 
failure  in  a 
course  is 
tutoring.  A 
majority  of 
the  tutor- 
ing on 
campus  is 
by  Judson 
students 
them- 
selves. 

Those 
who  exer- 
cise their 
tutoring 
option  can 
choose  from  two  tracks.  The 
first  is  to  have  a  contract 
and  come  at  an  assigned 
time  each  week.  These  pri- 
ority time  slots,  unfortu- 
nately, come  with  a  price. 

The  other  option  is 
drop-in  tutoring,  which  is 
open  to  any  student  who 
needs  help.  Most  of  these 
students  show  up  right 
before  an  exam. 

Kerri  Peach  said,  "I 
didn't  understand  graphs 
very  well  until  I  went  and 
talked  to  him  (Shane  Van- 
Sickle),  and  it  helped  me  a 
lot  on  the  test." 

Some  tutorees  say 
that  going  to  peers  for 
tutoring  can  be  distracting 
at  times. 

"It's  hard  when  a 
peer  tutors  you  because  you 
have  a  tendency  to  screw 
around,"  Julie  Grubb  said. 


However,  she  said 
that  the  sessions  did  help 
to  prepare  her  for  tests.  Her 
tutor  quizzed  her  over  the 
material  until  it  embedded 
itself  into  her  memory. 

Michelle  Gibson,  a 
sociology  tutor,  said  that 
the  amount  of  "play  times" 
depends  on  the  person.  For 
her,  it  would  be  easier  to  go 
to  a  peer  for  help. 

"I  would  have  been 
more  intimidated  if  it  were 
an  adult  tutoring  me," 
remarked  Kerri. 

Michelle  plans  to 
teach  at  a  college  level  in 
the  future  and  hopes  her 
experience  with  tutoring 
will  prepare  her  for  it.  So 
far  she  has  learned  different 
teaching  concepts  and  how 
to  explain  things  so  the 
student  can  understand  it. 

One  student  she 
helped  was  a  visual  learner. 
She  had  to  see  things  down 
on  paper  and  had  a  hard 
time  taking  notes  from  the 
lectures.  Michelle  helped 
her  grasp  the  ideas  that  she 
did  not  understand. 

The  peer  tutoring 
program  ultimately  is  a 
benefit  to  the  Judson  com- 
munity and  helps  many 
students  a  semester  reach 
their  potential.

The  education  professors 
stress  the  importance  of 
putting  instruction  into 
practice,  so  the  teacher 
education  majors  are 
required  to  participate  in 
practicums,  teacher  aiding, 
and  student  teaching. 

A  group  of  juniors 
became  pen  pals  with  a 
class  of  second-graders  at 
Fox  Ridge  Elementary 
School. 

Throughout  the  year 
they  wrote  letters  and 
made  projects  for  the  class. 

Crissy  Hadden  said, 
"It  was  weird  because  they 
talked  to  us  like  we  were  on 
their  level,  and  they  were 
our  maturity  level." 

To  begin  the  ven- 
ture, they  made  a  flip-chart 
book  about  themselves  to 
give  their  pen  pals.  Christ- 
mas brought  bags  full  of 
goodies,  and  on  Valentine's 
Day,  letters  came  as  puz- 
zles. With  St.  Patty's  day 
appeared  Irish  soda  bread, 
and  letters  at  Easter  were 
written  on  an  egg.

Judson  students

such  as  spelling, 
phonics,  and 
multiplication. 

They

the  kids  and 
give  them  self- 
confidence  that 
many  lacked. 

Stephanie 
Bogott  said, 
"Many  times  we 
would  just  pat 
them  on  the  back,  and  that 
would  mean  a  lot  to  the 
kids  because  they  didn't  get 
that  at  home.  We  let  them 
know  we  cared." 

This  program  met 
every  day,  but  different 
groups  of  Judson  students 
went  during  the  week.  On 
the  average,  12  kids  came 
to  the  club. 

These  programs  help 
the  teacher  education  stu- 
dents gain  valuable  teach- 
ing techniques  and  learn 
how  to  deal  with  discipline 
problems.  They  also  learn 
how  to  motivate  the  unmo- 
tivated and  encourage 
homework  completion.

In  the  beginning, 
Wilson  did  not  expect  to  have 
a  good  season.

On  the  way  back  from 
the  meet,  everyone  con- 
tributed to  worshiping  God.
